Thk prohibition couveution at Louis- 
ville was not largely attended, but what 
it lacked in numbers it made up in en- 
thusiasrn. A full State ticket was uoiu 
i ns ted. Rev.T. B. Demaree, who made 
such a poor race against Gov. McCreary 
for Congress, was nominated for gover 
nor; Orit Hughes. ol Buwling Green, for 
lieutenant governor; H. B. Asbury, of 
Augusta, treasurer; John M Kigsdale, 
of McCracken, auditor; S. E. Simpson, 
of LaRue, register of the land office; J. 
B. Finnell, of Georgetown, Will Owens’ 
law partner, attorney general; Mrs Fran- 
ces E. Beauchamp, of Lexington, secre- 
tary of State, Mrs. Josephine K. Henry, 
of Woodford, for superintendent of pub 
lie instruction; S. B. Welden, of Critten 
den, commissioner of labor and statistics 
and R 8- Eastin, of Henderson, for U. 
8. Senator. It was the sense of the meet 
ing that the latter office should be made 
elective by the people. There are 17 
planks in the patchwork platform. The 
whisky traffic is given first place and is 
denounced in the usual terms. The 
right of suffrage is inherent and should 
not be abridged; the government alone 
should issue money, gold, silver and 
paper, and in quantities sufficient for 
commerce and regulated so it could be 
obtained at a low rate of interest; tariff 
duties should only be levied for the de 
fense of American labor against foreign, 
and the expenses of the government 
met by taxes upon property and in- 
comes; foreign investment in lands, in- 
dustries and bonds should ba prohibited 
by law; railroads should be owned and 
operated by the government, trusts 
should be prohibited, just pensions 
should be paid, immigration laws should 
be amended and naturali/.ttion papers 
issued only after residence of 21 years; 
no appropriations for sectarian schoo's 
should be permitted; all property should 
bo assessed at its actual value, less bona 
file indebtedness of its owners; fees 
■hould be covered into the treasury 
and officers paid reasonable salaries; the 
abolishment of toll gates is demanded; 
insurance combines should be effectu- 
ally destroyed, the president, vice-presi- 
dent and all other civil officers shou d 
bo elected by (be people; the wasteful 
and reckless administrstion of tbe gener- 
al and State governments, producirg 
bankruptcy, is denounced and the dem- 
ocratic party indicted for its bad admin- 
istration. Pledges are made for an im 
provement in everything if the prohibi- 
tionists are given power; sobriety and 
p'enty is promised and tbe year of jubi- 
lee will come. Let us pray.

The career of Hon. David Grant Col- 
son, who will next week become 
the member of Congress from tbe 11th 
K-mtucky district, shows what a man 
can do who is born with brains and poa 
seseed of worthy ambition. Born a 
few days before the capture of Fort 
Sumpter in 1801, which precipitated the 
bloody conflict of four years, Mr. Coi 
s >u is not yet 34 and yet he has ha 1 bon 
ora which come to but few in a life time* 
His birth-place waa on Yellow Creek, 
where Middlesboro now stands. After 
securing a good education at the acade- 
mies at Tazewell and Mossy Creek, Tenn.t 
he taught school a while and read law* 
afterwards taking a course in law at Ken. 
tucky University. In 1882 he was ap- 
pointed special examiner in the pension 
bureau at Washington, where he remain- 
ed till 1887, when he returned to Ken- 
tucky aud in the sama year was elected 
to the Legislature, where he soon made 
his mark. He was bis party’s nominee 
for State treasurer in 1889 and m»dd a 
most creditable race. He resigned this 
week the mayoralty of Middlesboro, 
to which be was elected for four yearn, 
to take his seat in tbe 54th Congress, for 
which he received more votes than his 
two competitors combiued. Mr, Colson 
is a man of many excellent and lovable 
traits of character and if he is a republi- 
can, we like to sound tbe praises of a 
man whose course has been upward aud 
onward and who is destined to enjoy 
even greater honors. Truly indeed is 
David Grant Colson a self made man and 
a well made one at that.

The suddenness with which tho femi- 
nine fancy was captured by tho lovely 
floral garniture, ns it is called, has been 
surprising, to say tho least. For years a 
modest bunch of violets was the only 
floral trimming for gowns permitted by 
autocratic fashion. Now not only near- 
ly all ball dresses are lavishly orna- 
mented with them, but reception, after- 
noon, theater and in some cases even 
church gowns show flowers ns legiti- 
mate trimming. Those flowers aro all 
artificial. No ono wears natural ones 
for such purposes. 

While floral garniture ia so general, 
it must be mentioned that few large 
blossoms are used — very small rose- 
buds, daisies, violets and lilies of tho 
▼alley, with a few bluets and myosotia. 

Still on some of the very light dancing 
gowns ono finds pond lilies, passion 
flowers and eglantine, with sprays of 
foliage drooping loosely. The foliage is 
the most attractive part of it all. 

There aro many ways of putting the 
flowers to use. There are corsage 
bunches, shoulder knots nnd collars. 

The shoulder knots have ribbon straps 
to go over the shoulder, with small 
bunches set on each end. Some have 
only a loop of ribbou as a finish, and 
some have lace. Lace and flowers aro 
beautiful together. Then there fs a 
bunch that fastens at the waist line, 
with trailing vines or other foliage in- 
termingled with ribbon and lace. Often 
this reaches to the knees and ends with 
another bunch of flowers. For tho neck 
there aro collars made entirely of dai- 
sies, tiny roses or lilies. Few flowers 
of any other color can go next tho face 
if the complexion is not beyond com- 
pare. Others collars are made by having 
bands of ribbou arranged with a bow 
and one end to fasten in tin) back, and 
lu front and on the sides aro sowed deli- 
cate sjjrays of small flowers Some col- 
lars are all flowers, but tho prettiest 
have the ribbon foundation in full evi- 
dence. 

The always useful and always dressy 
ficliu lias appeared again nnd in new de- 
signs.

It is en- 
tirely silk and very rich and glossy, and 
I believe costs no more thou the ordi- 
nary. All goods that show craped or 
crepon effects aro bought witli an eager- 
ness unprecedented this season, and I 
was told iu oito large importing bnuso 
that they coaid Scarcely supply tho de- 
mand. The perforated velvets nnd cloths 
are also proviug very popular.
